Meetings of Mining Gompanies. 


CESENA SULPHUR COMPANY. 


The first general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices, 
Gresham House, on Jan. 20, 
Mr. H, LABOUCHERE in the chair, : 

Mr, A. GREEN (secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 
The CHAIRMAN said this meeting had been convened in confor- 
mity with the provisions of the Companies Act, which prescribed 
that the first meeting of a company should be held within four 
months of its incorporation, There was very little for him to refer 
to; he might, however, state that the information received since the 
formation of the company induced the belief that the promises 
made in the prospectus were likely to be fulfilled, The mine was 
situated close to the town of Frule, and consisted of a bed of sulphur, 
This had extended over a large part of the country, and this com- 
pany’s property was situated in the centre ; there was really no dif- 
ficulty in working, being developed similarly to a colliery in this 
country. It was so worked before taken over by the company, and 
the great object of the directors was to continue the same system as 
nearly as possible, and with that view had engaged the services of 
colliers, so as to obtain the sulphur as cheapily as possible, and sell 
it at the highest rate. As there was an import duty of 10s, per ton, 
the directors naturally hoped to be able to sell their produce in Italy, 
where it was largely used for the vines, avout 120,000 tons being sold 
annually, of which a considerable portion came from Sicily. He 
believed, too, it was of better quality than the Sicilian sulphur, and 
there seemed reason to hope they would be able to apply a sufficient 
amount, and at such prices, as to enable them to realise the pro- 
mises held out in the prospectus, for the price realised was more than 
that stated in the prospectus.

Theconcentration of the plant, which 
was alluded to in last year’s report as one of the further improve- 
ments then contemplated for effecting a further reduction in the cost, 
was in progress; and although the expense of carrying this out will 
be considerable, Mr, Bland says “ it will soon repay itself, and I have 
every expectation of obtaining a considerable quantity of gold from 
the foundations of the old stamps.” The question for the meeting 
now was whether they would support the directors in their sugges- 
tion. There was no doubt the concentration of the plant would save 
a great deal of money, and there was as little doubt that its cost 
could fairly be taken out of the reserve fund. The directors had 
come to the conclusion it should be taken out of that fund, and it 
was for the shareholders to express their opinion whether that course 
should be adopted. With those few remarks he would move that the 
report and accounts be received and adopted.

Mr. E. WRIGHT drew attention to the fact that as depth was increased the 
yield of gold appeared to improye—a very hopeful sign, not only for this but 
also similar companies. He wished also to draw attention to the zealous ser- 
vice rendered by their late lamented secretary, and enquired if the board had 
offered any testimony to his widow and family ? 

The CHAIRMAN said the services of their late secretary had been under the 
consideration of the board; but they felt they had no right to pay away any 
portion of the company’s fund for such a purpose without the sanction of the 
shareholders.

THE MINES INSPECTION AMENDMENT BILL, 


We all know that an amended Mine Inspection Act is promised for 
the coming session, but whether it is essentially to be little more than 
a prolongation of the existing law, or one which will add materially 
to the security of miners, who must at best pursue a very dangerous 
occupation, is to the public quite unknown, and is, probably, as yet 
undecided even by the proposers of the measure, Assuming, then, 
that the subject is yet under consideration, the earnest attention of 
all concerned is entreated to the momentous question—Shall we, or 
rhall we not, allow our country to be disgraced by the continued fre- 
quent recurrence of so-called accidents, which the existing law has 
proved itself insufficient to prevent, without at least attempting plans 
which {nother parallel cases have proved far more effectual? Though 
we speak of the existing law as far from satisfactory, we gratefully 
acknowledge that it has been far from inoperative, Though the 
numbor of fatal coal pit accidents does not materially change, it has 
not increased anything like in proportion to the coal raised, as of 
course it would have done had there not been greatly increased skill 
and care exercised in working mines. Much, though not all, of that 
improvement mustin justice be attributed to the watchfulness of the 
coal mine Inspectors in enforcing observance of precautions directed 
by the law. Though much has been done, more remains to do. About 
1000 lives a year are still lost by coal mine accidents, a very large 
proportion of which would certainly not occur if the due observance 
of the precautions directed by Iaw could be universally enforced ; 
or, what would be far more effectual, if it could be made the evident 
interest of all who can best enforce their observance (the owners of 
the mines) that they should be enforced. Many of them are fully 
convinced, and, what is better, act on their conviction, thatitis both 
their interest and their duty to guard their men from danger, and 
they find their reward not only in feeling that they are not blamable 
for lives needlessly sacrificed, but also in less destruction of property, 
Jess interruption of work, and in some degree in less difficulty in get- 
ting good workmen, This Inst is, indeed, disputed by many, who as- 
sert that men care much, and will contend earnestly for even a small 
increase of pay, while they manifest callous indifference to the dimi- 
bution of danger. The same objectors, however, very frequently, 
and quite inconsistently, contend that pitmen are paid higher 
wages than they would be becausé their work is known by them to 
be unusually dangerous, If this be true, as it doubtless is, it follows 
Unat if that danger, and the losses it causes them and their families, 
were materially diminished, less excess of ordinary wages would be 
needed to tempt them into this employment. It is frequently said 
by those who seem to delight in slandering the poor that the fear of 
its leading to a reduction of wages renders pitmen indifferent to plans 
for the diminution of the dangers to which they are exposed, We 
deny both the allegation and its inference. We deny that the men 
are not most anxious to have their work made as safe as possible, and 
account for any apparent indifference to their hopelessness of any 
great improvement, a hopelessness in which we do not participate, 
believing that similar influences which have diminished analogous 
dangers will certainly diminish those of mines, 

The most closely analogous cases are those of railways, ships, and 
manufactories, the dangers attending each of these having been 
greatly diminished by means which might be, and ought to be, adapted 
to the case of mines, Noone doubts, for example, that railway tra- 
velling is far more safer than it would be if travellers injured, or 
the families of those killed, were not entitled to compensation when- 
ever the injury has been caused by any negligence of the company, 
or of those they employ. Nor can anyone doubt that if railway offi- 
cials, and those whose duty it is to prevent accidents, were themselves 
pereey liable to penalties, when manslaughter cannot be proved, 

ut whenever neglect of due care has caused injury, that the safety 
of rnilway travelling would be importantly increased. 

Whenever a ship is wrecked an enquiry is held by direction of the 
Board of Trade to ascertain if the commander has been negligent 
or unskilful, and according to the result of such enquiry his license 
or certificate may be suspended or withdrawn, In the great major- 
ity of cases the result may be that no just ground of blame is shown, 
and in many it is to establish the commander's reputation for skill, 
courage, and resource under difficulties, while in but a small propor- 
tion of cases is culpable carelessness proved. The certainty, however, 
that after any disaster to his ship the conduct of her commander 
will be enquired into by competent judges, and the knowledge that 
his professional reputation and standing, and possibly his livelihood, 
will depend upon the result, is a constantly acting and powerful in- 

fluence upon the commander of every English ship to exert his utmost 
skill and vigilance, and has very greatly reduced the dangers of the sea. 

If something of the same sort were adapted to the case of mines 
the result would, doubtless, be similar, Very many mine managers 
now exhibit constant proof of great vigilance and skill, as many 
captains of ships do, but amongst both classes of men there are, of 
course, exceptions, and if an enquiry after every mine disaster were 
made by competent assessors, and if those guilty of negligence, in- 
volving loss of life, were liable to be removed from a position in 
which the safety of others is dependent upon their care, there can be 
no doubt of such a practice inducing a great increase of careful- 
bess, aud, consequently, a great diminution of fatal accidents,

S1r,— Will you permit me to say that your correspondent, who signs 
himself “Shareholder,” exhibits a wonderful amount of ignorance 
as a clitio if his strictures upon the other mine he mentions are upon 
a par with those he makes of the Parys Mountain.

Messrs, John 
Taylor and Sone, the last workers referred to by * Shareholder,” got 
back ail the capital they embarked in the mines, and a profit amount- 
ing to 40,0002. besides, But their lease was at 1-10th royalty, and 
when copper became so reduced in price that the mines did not pay 
they very unwillingly, I believe, gave them up, because they could 
not get a reduction in the royalty. 

The present company have a lease at 1-15th royalty, have expended 
a large capital in cutting very productive side lodes, are gradually 
increasing the returns of the mines, and copper has advanced upwards 
of 11. per ton since they commenced working,

RAILWAY IRON IN THE UNITED STATES, 
It is tolerably well known that the British iron trade was greatly 
indebted to the United States for the activity which it was enabled 
to maintain last year. This remark applies especially to railway 


iron, which was exported to the United States last year to the heavy 
extent of 511,059 tons, while the corresponding exports in 1870 were 
421,824 tons, and in 1869, 299,196 tons, There is nothing, after all, 
very remarkable in this great increase in the American demand for 
our railway iron, wher we take account of the prodigious fact that 
last year there were no less than 8212 miles of railway opened for 
traffic in the United States. The Americans were rather slow to ap- 
preciate the importance and advantage of railway communication, 
Although the success of the English Manchester and Liverpool line 
was, perforce, accepted as a conclusive proof of the value of locomo- 
tive railways, we find that in 1831 the United States had still only 
54 miles of lines, In 1841 the total had grown, however, to 3319 miles; 
in 1851 to 8589 miles ; in 1861 to 30,593 miles ; and in 1866, in spite 
of the great war, to 35,351 miles, In 1871 we find the United States 
endowed with the vast extent of 54,425 miles of railway ; and 8212 
miles having, as has been already stated, been finished last year, 1872 
has opened uponan American network comprising no less than 62,647 
miles ef line, The annexed table, showing the length of line opened 
in the United States year by year during the last 40 years, proves un- 
mistakeably that although the Americans did not take up railways 
very eagerly at first, they have since applied themselves with unex- 
ampled vigour to their construction and development :— 

Miles opened. Year. Miles opened, 
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The progress achieved in 1871 was thus utterly unprecedented, Even 
the terrible civil war did not, it will be seen, altogether stop the pro- 
gress of American railway construction, and when the unflinchipg 
resolution of GRANT and the dogged bravery of SHERMAN had 
crushed down the starving regiments of LEs, the work of railway 
development was once more resumed with extraordinary vigour. In 
fact, the Americans actually completed last year a greater extent of 
railway than was in operation throughout the whole Union in 1850, 
In the presence of this extraordinary result it can scarcely be a mat- 
ter of surprise, as we have already observed, that they should have 
drawn rather heavily upon us for railway ironlast year and in 1870, 

Tho greatest progress was achieved last year in the eastern interior 
states and the western interior states. At the close of 1871 the ex- 
tent of railway completed in each division of the Republic was as 
follows :—North-eastern states, 4985 miles; middle states, 12,322 
miles; south-eastern states, 6567 miles; Gulf and south-western 
states, 7032 miles; easterninterior states, 18,164 miles; westerninterior 
states, 11,338 miles ; and Pacific slope, 2239 miles, The aggregate 
outlay made upon the 62,647 miles of line completed in the United 
States at the close of 1871 was computed at $2,950,458,436. In this 
considerable—not to say enormous—total the middle states figured for 
$783,061,509 ; the eastern interior states for $813,650,678 ; and the 
western interior states for $515,470,059. As regards the future pro- 
spects of the American demand for British railway iron, it may be 
remarked with perfect truth that there is no immediate prospect of 
any check in the work of construction. In all parts of the Great 
Republic railways are making more or less rapid strides onwards, 
while very great energy is being displayed in the prosecution of the 
vast trunk lines stretching out westwards, Thus the Northern Pa- 
cific Company recently opened its main line in Minnesota, and is now 
extending its works through Dakotah. The St. Joseph and Denver 
City Railroad from St. Joseph to Fort Kearney, will also be completed 
early in the spring, and will give a supplementary line to the Pacific, 











UTILISATION OF SMALL COAL, 


The Franklin Institute Committee on Science and the Arts have 
been making a systematic examination of specimens of artificial fuel 
prepared by Mr. E. H. Loiseau, of Philadelphia, and have reported 
very favourably upon its qualities. Mr. Loiseau states that in the 
production of the artificial fuel arthracite, small coal, and dust were 
mixed with 7 per cent. of clay, and compresed into cylindrical moulds 
about 44 in. in diameter and 4 in. deep, or else into spherical masses 
about 3 in, in diameter. The moulded masses are placed for a few mi- 
nutes in a bath of benzinein which rosin has been dissolved, and from 
which they are removed and dried by an exposure to a current of air. 
The object of coating them with a film of rosinisto prevent the absorp- 
tion of moisture and consequent softening of the clay; the solution 
in benzine penetrates the mass of coal and clay to a depth of about 
4 in., and so efficiently closes the crevices that samples immersed in 
water for 12 hours were found dry in the interior when broken up 
for examination, 

The average amount of ash obtained from the anthracite artificial 
fuel was 16 per cent., and from the butiuminous artificial 18°5 per 
cent,, which is high as compared with coal, because the clay is not 
consumed ; but the other advantages of the artificial fuel in point 
of durability, cleanliness, and cheapness more than compensate this 
small disadvantage. The average evaporation by the anthracite 
artificial fuel was 6°85 Ibs. of water per pound of fuel, and by the 
bituminous artificial fuel 10°99 lbs. per pound of fuel, The ability 
of the artificial fuel to bear transportation is less than that of an- 
thracite or good lump bituminous coals, but the structure is firmer 
than that of many bituminous and semi-bituminous coals that are 
carried to market, The masses will generally break up with a fall 
of 3 ft. upon a stone pavement, but are strong enough to bear ordi-

Gun-Corron.—An improved quality of gun-cotton has been made 
by Mr. Panshon : he claims to be able to produce a gun-cotton of any required 
explosive quality, so as to sult any purpose for which it may be wanted, and at 
the same time ensure perfect uniformity of manufacture, He also claims that 
by his treatment, the difficalty of stowage is-g ot rid of, and that his gun-cotton 
may be stored dry without any liability to decomposition, and consequent spon- 
taneous explosion. Mr. Pnnshon accomplishes bis objects by covering the par- 
ticles of gun-cotton with sugar, with chlorite and potash, or other salts, so as to 
separate the particles of cotton, and by varying the proportions and quantities 
of these materials to sult the special explosive quality requtred, 


IMPROVED DIAMOND DRILL.—On Saturday a trial of an improved 
diamond drill, made by A. J. Severance & Co., was had at the Miners’ Foundry, 
before a number of persons Interested in mining, among whom was Mr, Sutro, 
of the Sutro tunnel at Virginia City. This kind of drill has heretofore been 
worked by steam or water-power, but the new improvement consists in driving 
it by means of a force-pump. The water was forced through hose with a three- 
quarter inch nozzle directly upon a small iron wheel known as Lind's Improved 
high-pressure water-wheel, and the result was that two 1-luch driils were 
driven at the same time through a granite block, at the rate of one inch a 
minute. The trial was pronounced satisfactory by all present, and if ls thought 
that the drill may be adopted in the Sutro tunnel, The Miners’ Foundry have 
already built two of these mathine-, one for the American Mining Company, 
at North San Juan, and another for the Union Company, at Columbus Hill, 
She pump emplinyed at the trial was Kuowles’ pump, and ts sald to be very 
effective for this purpose. Tne great advantage gained by tho use of the force- 
pump ts that the machine may be moved readily to all parts of a tunnel and in 
various directions, simply by lengtueniog and shorteniug the hose.—Sclentific 
Press (San Francisco). 

MINERAL Corron.—At the last meeting of the Franklin Institute 
Mr. Coleman Sellers exhibited a sample of a material which we believe is how 
for the first time about to be manufactured and applied to useful purposes in 
the arts. The product possesses a geveral resemblauce to cotton-wool, for 
which it may doubtless in certain cases be substituted with advantage, but on 
closerexamination seems more like a span glass, which in reality itis. [¢ 
formed by allowing a jet of steam to escape through a stream of liqnid slag, 
which it 1. blown into the finest threads, sometimes ? or 3 feet in length, These 
threads, though somewhat elastic, readily break up into much smaller one, 
and, the colour of the substance being white, the appearance of a compas 
mags of it makes the name under which it has pn a a

REMARKS.—The past week has witnessed greater activity in some 
branches of the Metal Trade than the week previous, and prices, in 
in the main, are fully sustained, and in some instances an advance 
has been established. Owing to the closing of the ports in the 
nothern latitudes, shipments are necessarily confined within sume- 
what narrow limits, but these will ere long begin to open, and then 
we may look for an {mportant tucrease in our export trade. The deposit of a 
million sterling at the Bank of England a short time ago, on account of new 
railway projects to be presented to Parllament during the ensuing session, a 
larger sum than bas ever before been deposited for a similar purpose may be 
vicwed as an Indication of the course which one very imporcant branch of the 
metal trade may ta all probability take, The almost universal progress of 
clvil sation throughout the known world must necessarily tend to the increas- 
ing development of all industries, and of none more than the metal trade, 
Metalain one form or another, whether for purposes of locomotion, or in the fit- 
ting up of mills or factories, or for the requirements of war as well as peace, 
must become more and more in demand; so that, notwithstanding the high 
prices that have already been attalued, we should not be surprised to have to 
quote yet further advance, ; . ‘ ; 

COPPER,— Notwithstanding the advance which from time to time 
has been chronicled in this metal of late, the market still assumes 
av upward tendency, which would probably have made itself more 
rapidly apparent had not certain interests been brought to bear which 
have had the effect of inducing some degree of quietness. Large 
operators, having parted with their holdings, naturally enough en- 
deavour to depress prices, In the hope of replacing theirsales at somewhat lower 
figures, but every effort to effect a fall has proved abortive, and the market sus- 
tained Itself until the morning of the 25th inst., when the announcement of the 
anxiously-expected charters from Chili for the last fortnight in December was 
made, ‘These charters had been utilised by operators for the fall to the last pos- 
xible extent, Reports were diligently circulated that the high prices ruling in 
the London market would inevitably bring out very heavy supplies from Chili— 
that there was copper In tnexhaustible abundance to be had, and that it wasa 
mere question of price as to how much should be sent. Doubtless, these antici- 
yatlous that our market would be glatted had a depressing effect ; and when 
} was rumonred that 4000, 6000, perhaps 8000 tons might, be looked for, it 1s not 
surprising that, though holders could not be induced to sell in any quantity, 
intending buyers should defer coming Into the market just at the moment. But 
when Intelligence reached this country that ouly half the usual quantity for 
the fortnight had been telegraphed, aud that the 1000 tons consisted wholly 
of bars and ingots—no ores or reguius—the temptation was strong to recall 
the studies of our schoolboy daye, and exclaim ‘* montes parturiunt et nascitur 
ridiculus mus.” The bugbear bad collapsed, and the market at once acquired 
strength, and much greater activity was discernable, which has continued up 
to the present moment, Yesterday, on late ’Change, some 600 tons of copper ore 
was pd at prices varying for Chili according to brand and prompt from 861. 5s, 
to 871. 103., and for Wallaroo from 951. 108, cash to 931, 10s, two months, and 
to-day considerable sales, at least 400 tons more, have been effected up to ssi,

Iron.—Prices are maintained, and it seems improbable that there 
will be any reductionin quotations, Inthe Middlesborough pig-iron 
market there has been a further advance ; No, 1 is now quoted at 
7As, 6d. to 753,; No, 3, 70s.; and No, 4, 693., net cash. It is utterly 
impossible to predict with any degree of certainty what the future of 
this market may be, but it is palpable that great scarcity at present 
prevails, that the demand ts very much in excess of the supply, and, Judging 
from advices from various quarters of the globe, It would seem highly impro- 
bable that there will be any falling off tn tqat demand as the season advances, 
Another important feature ta viewing the future of the tron trade is the diffi- 
culty which ts already experlenced In the matter of a sufficient supply of coal. 
If even a supply of ore equal to the demand were obtained, the impossibility of 
working the coal with the required celerity must very materially hinder smelt- 
ing operations, Then follows the natural consequence, that as tron becomes 
scarce it becomes of greater value, The requirements of trade generally will 
brook no delay, Railways must be made, existing lines must be kept in a state 
of efficiency. Iron vessols for home and foreign employ are in very great de- 
maud, and those already on the stocks are being pushed forward as rapidly as 
possible. This is irrespective of bridge and pler work, which 1s becoming of 
greatly increasing importance. Trade difficulties are again imminent. Already 
in the coal and tron distriets the men are either on strike or are agitating in 
that direction, so that the Impediments in the way of conducting an extended 
business, such as tho exigences of the times demand, are very great. The pig- 
fron market in Glasgow bas not shown any ees activity during the early 
part of the week, but on Weduesday last a decided improvement in the demand 
took place, and transactions of some magnaitude have transpired In warrants at 
advancing rates, 74s, 744d. being quoted for cash, and 75s, one month, since 
which 76s. cash, and 76s, 6d. one month, has been paid.

to sustain the prices in the face of large supplies remains a question, but the 
gtocks are still moderate both in London and Holland ; and as the demand for 
consumption ts pretty good, although buyers defer buying as long as possible, 
current rates may be maintained for rome time tocome. Straits is now quoted

| than it is at present. From this state of things the workmen will, of 
course, be amongst the first to suffer. 
| Even more satisfactory in anticipation of the future in respect of 
| the life cost of colliery working in South Staffordshire and East 
| Worcestershire were the observations of the President in relation to 
| discipline in the collieries, Whilst remarking (in the Supplement to 
| last week’s Journal) upon the explosion in the Llynvi Valley we ven- 
| tured to surmise that the fire in the Black Lake pit, in South Staf- 
| fordshire, by which eight lives were lost, was due to causes over which 
the colliers had themselves control. Mr. JOHNSON, who has taken 
at once an active and a most praiseworthy part in the efforts which 
| have been successful in the recovering of the deceased at Black 
' Lake, now asserts without any hesitation that this was so. He at- 
| tributes the accident to the colliers all going to sleep together, whilst 
| they should have been at work, and after they had left an unpro- 
tected candle burning in the stable. The coroner’s jury have yet to 
| pronounce upon the fire at Black Lake, and we, therefore, have our- 
selves no warrant for definitely setting forth the cause of the acci- 
dent; but no one will ever be better able to determine upon the ca- 
lamity than the new President of the South Staffordshire and East 
| Worcestershire Institute of Mining Engineers. By him the painful 
| facts as he states them are urged in proof of the great need there is 
for attention by the mining engineers of that district to the subject 
of discipline at their collieries. Still, keeping before the members 
a practical means of effecting this end, Mr. JOHNSON again expressed 
the viewsthat he has before enunciated, and which have been adopted 
as those of the institute. As such, those views have found their way 
to the representatives of the Government in connection with the 
Mines Inspection Bill last introduced by Mr. BRUCE. 

The mining engineers of South Staffordshire hold that the disci- 
pline requisite to the safe working of the collieries of the district 
will come about only when the responsibility is more evenly adjusted 
than at present, It is their view that not the owner and the agent 
under him should be alone mainly responsible, but that responsi- 
bility should rest also in a larger degree than now upon the shoul- 
ders of those who underground have the carrying out of the instruc- 
tions of those over them, and for the taking of steps which these 
subsidiary officers are best able either to devise or avoid. What- 
ever views we may oursel ves entertain upon thissubject—views which, 
when the time comes, we shall not fail to express—it is decidedly 
refreshing to find a scientific institute started upon its new year’s 
campaign with recommendations so thoroughly adapted to the cir- 
cumstances of the district in which it operates and to the passing era 
as those to which we have herein directed attention. The other and 
larger subject with which the President closed his address will here- 
after be taken up in this Journal, The South Staffordshire and 
Eest Worcestershire Institute has our best wishes. We hope that their

| THE EXPLOSIONS AT MAESTEG AND AT SEATON,

| . The inquests upon the explosion in South Wales, and upon that 
also in the North of England have each terminated since our last, 
and both have resulted in very similar verdicts. In each case there 
had been a sudden emission of gas, and in connection with each 
, there had been shot firing. Our remarks last week upon the Maes- 
teg explosion have been fully confirmed by the decision at which 
the Government Inspector and the jury have arrived. The calamity 
need not have happened if all the men had been sufficiently mindful 
of their duty to have observed only ordinary caution. The fearful 
risks which miners run from blowers in certain of the very fiery 
seams in the Principality is notorious, even if we had not the terrible 
consequences of the two Ferndale explosions to guide us. At Maes- 
_ teg there was a blower in the heading of one CALEB DAVIES eight 
or ten days before the explosion, and shot firing was very properly 
prohibited ; but there was no reason to conclude that there was an 
accumulation of gas in any part of the colliery before the explosion, 

**I can, therefore, oply surmise (deposed Mr. J, I. WALES, the Inspector for 

South Wales) thateither asudden outburat must bave beeu met with in some of 

the upper four-feet workings, or that the accumulation of gas was caused by 
| a derangement of the air-doors, I am inclined to think it was due to the for- 
| mer, but how and where the gas was ignited are matters on which I cannot give 

more than an opinion. Both from the evidence, and from what I saw in the 
upper four-feet vein, and at the furnace, I think the gas was probably given off 
in some part of CALEB DAVIES'’S heading, which rendered the air explosive for 

a considerable distance, as there had evidently been a shot fired in CALEB 
| DAVIES’S heading that night, against the express orders of the overman, It is 
more than probable that that shot fired the gas, and from what I saw there 
must have been a considerable quantity of gas ignited, It is difficult, there- 
fore, to conceive how any man, even if not forbidden to do so, could have been 
so reckless as to fire a shot uuder such circumstances, I have only one sugges- 
tion to make, and that ix, that shot-firing be strictly prohibited in working the 
| upper four-feet coal in future. But if this should be found impracticable, then 
; Proper and responsible meu—firemen or deputies of firemen—should be ap- 

pointed to do so, and not the collters.’’ 

We have no doubt that one or other of Mr. WALES'S suggestions 
will be fully carried out after the requisite tests by the gentleman 
havingthe management of the pit. Whilst the Inspector's views are 
sufficient to satisfy him as representing the Government, and in all 
probability many of our readers, that there was a blower, and that 
although it existed yet that a shot was fired in highly dangerous 
proximity, yet all this is quite consistent with the somewhat inde- 
finite finding of the jury, whose verdict was—“ We are of opinion 
| that the deceased were killed by an explosion of gas, but the evi- 
dence adduced is not sufficient to enable us to say how, or by whom, 
the gas was ignited,” 

Blowers are not, happily, so frequent in the North of England as 
they are in South Wales. One appeared at Jarrow in 1830, and it 
| led to an explosion there of a seriouscharacter. Since that time the 
| mining engineers of that part of the kingdom have had considerable 
‘experience of their operation. It was no ordinary blower that caused 
| the explosion at Seaton, that it will be remembered was followed by 

the firing of the workings, and the subsequent closing up and flood- 
, ing of the pit, It isthe belief of Mr, WM. ARMSTONG, the mining 
| engineer of Wingate, that— 
| ** The explosion occurred at No. 2 bankhead from an outburst of gas from the 
roof. The indications of the course of the blast both ways from this point 
showed that the expiosion had occurred there. He held that the pressure of 
gas would force the fall. Some of the frames of stone he saw which had fallen 
| were 5 or 6 ft. thick. He did not believe there could any accumulation of gas 
at the lofting to cause an explosion, because the tubs always stood under it 
before going down an incline, and would force the fresh air through it very fre- 
buently. He had known many instances in his practice of these outbursts of 
| gas. The initial force of the gas had not been determined. but it was very large, 
| and when mixed with air highly explosive, They had evidence that the master 
| shifter, SPENCE, was found a short way above the fall, and whether bis lamp was 
open or shut was immaterial. If open, there would be a light for the gas to fire 
| at; it shut, it would be burst opened by the pressure of the gas. No Davy 
lamp that he had examined was able to resist a greater pressure than 8 ft. per 
, second. There would be no enormous expansion of gas, for 100 cubit yards of 
| €a8 would be immediately expanded to 28,000 cubic yards of bighly expansive 
air, to find an outlet in-bye and out-bye. [le accounted for the scorching of 
| timber at the more distant points by the theory that particles of flery coal dust 
| would be carried along by the blast with great velocity, and deposited at vart- 
| ous points. Even if the mode of examination of the pit were lax, he held that 
' there was no other way In which this explosion could have been caused than 
,; that which he had described. With 78,00) ft. of air going past, it was not pos- 
sible that jew! could have fired at HUTCHINSON’S shot, aud he did not think 
that shot could have forced out sufficient gas to cause an explosion.”’ 
, With this testimony, which was that also of the other mining engi-

neers examined, Mr. WILLIS, the Government Inspector for the dise 
trict concurred, and 

* Believed the explosion came from the spot they had tndicated, and did not 
think it possible for an accumulation of gas to take place In the lofting, nor did 
he think if the gas-pipes had been broken for a length of time before HUTCH. 
INSONS'S shot was fired that a sufficient quantity of gas would have been gene- 
rated, or collected in a sufficient amount, to cause such an explosion, He coa- 
fessed it was difficult to find an adequate cause for the outburst of gas, and yet 
it was the only conclusion he could come to, that there had been auch an out. 
burst. He found it difficult to get bold of the quantity of gas, for it was not 
in evidence that the seam or strata above had been subject to such outbursts 
before, though this question had not been asked of any of the witnesses,"* 

Mr. DICKINSON, as the Government Inspector, was there to assist 
Mr. WILLIS in this investigation ; but the views that he had himself 
formed Mr, DICKINSON did not express, though he cross-examined 
the witnesses with the view, he said, “of eliciting all possible ine 
formation.” The jury, he remarked, must be the judgesin the mat. 
ter. As the judges, those gentlemen determined unanimously :— 

“That the deceased met their deaths accidentally from an explosion caused 
by an outburst of gas from the roof of No. 2 bank head of No. 8 pit. We 
are of opinion that there has been no negligence In the examination of the 
lofting or timbered cavity where the fall of atone occurred, inasmuch as there 
never has been the slightest appearance of the presence of gas in that place, and 
the ventilation was found to be perfect. After hearing the evidence of so many 
eminent and experienced mining engineers as to the propriety of closing up the 
pit, we are of opinion that it was the only safe means to pursue.” 

The facts elicited at both these inquests will not, we are sure, be 
lost upon the gentlemen who have the responsibility of directing the 
working of the collieriesin South Wales and the North-of England. 
Information will have been acquired that we cannot but believe will 
tend to less hazard in connection with future working in the col- 
lieries of those districts, The accidents will certainly stimulate the 
efforts that all thoughtful mining engineers are making as much as 
possible to supplant the use of gunpowder by the wedye or other me- 
chanical force, 





WELSH COAL oR MIXED COAL FOR THE NAVY.—The competitive 
trials of these coals in the Crocodile and Serapis, as recorded in the 
reports just issued, appear to have been not quite couclusive, owing 
to the manner in which they were conducted, but, upon the whole, 
they are decidedly favourable to the Welsh coal. The Crocodile on 
her voyage out, under steam alone, with mixed coal, burnt 3689 cwts, 
per knot; and homeward, with Welsh, burnt 3°544 cwts. per knot : 
advantage for all Welsh 4 per cent. Under steam and canvas she 
burnt 3°502 cwts, per knot outward, and 2°628 cwts, per knot home- 
ward: advantage for all Welsh 33 per cent. The Serapis on her 
voyage out, under steam alone, with Welsh coal, burnt 3914 owts, 
per knot; and homeward, with mixed coal, 5'198 owts. per knot: 
advantage for all Welsh 30 per cent. Under steam and canvas she 
burnt 3°596 cwts, per knot outward, and 4°288 cwts. per knot homes 
ward : advantage for all Welsh 19 per cent. The mixture used in 
the Crocodile was half North Country (Cowpen Hartley) and half 
Welsh (composed of Fothergill’s Aberdare, Powell’s Duffryn, Abere 
dare Merthyr, Ocean Merthyr, and Hirwain Steam). On her return 
voyage the Welsh coal burnt was composed of Sguborwen Merthyr, 
Ocean Merthyr, Fothergill’s Aberdare, Powell’s Duffryn, and Hir- 
wain Steam. The Welsh coal used by the Serapis on her outward 
voyage was composed of Fothergill’s Aberdare, Powell's Duffryn, and 
Ocean Merthyr. On the homeward voyage the mixed coal used was

Forest oF DEAN.—The Park End Tin-Plate Works, which were 
to have been offered for sale by auction on Feb. 15 by Messrs, Den« 
ning, Smith, and Co,, have been disposed of by private contract, 
The works in their present state are equal to 800 boxes per week, and 
the brands “ Park End” and “ Severn” are well known in the trade 
as representing best charcoal tin-plates only. The make canreadily 
be increased to 1000 boxes per week by the erection of another mill ; 
and as this will cost a comparative trifle, it will no doubt be put up 
by the new proprietor. 





TIN-PLATES.—The exports of tin-plates from the United Kingdom 
presented a very great increase last year, having amounted to 2,395,092 
ewts,, against 1,997,019 cwts, in 1870, and 1,934,034 cwts. in 1869, 
The increase continued to the close of last ‘year, the exports in De- 
cember having been 187,322 ewts., against 115,306 cwts, in December, 
1870, and 103,568 cwts, in December, 1869. In the exports for the 
whole of last year the shipments to the United States figured for 
1,738,588 cwts., against 1,507,455 ewts. in 1870; and 1,472,445 cwta, 
in 1869. The exports to Australia amounted last year to 106,197 
ewts,, against 63,006 cwts, in 1870, and 41,680 cwts, in 1869. The 
value of the tin-plates exported last year was 2,900,610/., against 
2,362,8727. in 1870, and 2,304,820/. in 1869, the United States figuring 
in these totals for 2,075,600/., 1,762,9142., and 1,744,2792, respectively. 








REPORT FROM CORNWALL, 

Jan, 25.—The five-weeks month is doomed. It may not, and will 
not, disappearimmediately from our mining districts ; indeed, in some 
quarters, where the contract men feel that it has not been a griev- 
ance, and where wages have been substantially raised since the dis- 
tress, it may linger on for years; but as a systematic arrangement 
it is abolished. The meeting at Truro, on Monday, to consider and 
deal with the question of miners’ wages, was, all things considered, 
the largest, widest, and mostinfluential representation of the miving 
interest held for many years in the West—perchance since the days of 
the old tinners’ Parliament, Not a single mining district was unrepre- 
sented, not a single class was absent. Lords aad adventurers, pur 
sers, agents and miners, smelters, engineers, and merchants, were all 
in force to consider a question upon which confessedly great differs 
ences of opinion have existed, and do exist. A few well-known ma- 
pagers were conspicuous by their absence; but, without pretending 
to give anything like a list of those present, it cannot be denied that 
if the subject were capable of being dealt with at all it was by a 
meeting which included Mr. T. S, Bolitho, Sir F, M. Williams, M.P., 
Mr. Basset, Messrs. C, Daubuz, R. KR. Michell, H. Rogers, W. J. Rawlings, W. 
West, George Wililams, M. H. Williams, J. C, Isaac, H. Grylis, RK. Grylls, R, 
Clogg, F. Michell, M. Loam,A, ©. L. Glubb, R. R. Broad, J. Hocking, B. Matthews, 
W. Polkinghorne, — Tyack; and Capts, Teague, J, Kichards, 8, H, James, R, 
Quentrall, Angove, J. Evans, Truscott, Juleff, Hancock, Vivian, Cock, Skewils, 
Kitto, and Bennett. 

The committee by whom the meeting bad been called drew up the followlog 
programme of resolutions to be submitted :— 

1.—Thbat this meeting desires most heartily to recognise the principle that the 
working miner should earn one-fifth more wages in the five-weeks month than 
in a month of four weeks. 

2.—That it would be inconvenient to pay the monthly men otherwise than at 
present—at so much per month ; but this meeting considers that as the workin 
miner is likely to receive an increase of wages the adventurers generally shoal 
consider the propriety of also recognising the services of those ou monthly wager, 

3.—That it would be {nexpedient and very undesirable in mining matters to 
discontinue the calender months, as, tf such a step were adopted, it would involve 
much inconvenience and expense to the mines, without benefiting the miner, 

4.—That triduters and tutworkmen, and all others employed, shall receive as 
subsist on the pay-day following the date of their coming into the mine such an 
amount as, in the opinion of the agents, they may be fairly entitled to, and they 
should be subsequently pald their balances on the usual monthly pay-day, or, in 
cases of necessity, receive a reasonable amount on account In the middle of the 
month, 

It turned out in the event, however, that the meeting were by no means dls- 

sed to endorse all these propositions, There was not the slightest hesitation 
fo declaring that a fourth more should be earned In the five-weeks month than 
in the four weeks, and that the claim of those on monthly pay toan Increase 
wages should be recognised, Practically, of course, this settled the question of 
the advance of wages, which was really at the bottom of the agitation. The 
meeting unhesitatingly agreed in denouncing the payment of men at a less rate 
per five-wecks month as compared with the four weeks, or the striking of an ave- 
rage; and in endorsing the optulon that every tatworker or tributer should have 
a fair price in sight, and a fair price to the end of the month, There was also 








a very gencral accord—in fact, the feeling was all but, if not quite, unanimous— 
that all who were not on tribute or tutwork should have their wages calculated 
by theday. But when it came to the question of abolishing the five-weeks month 
a very marked difference of opinion was manifested, os, upon the point of 
account, but partly arising from a desire to adhere to the old system, and partly 
being sustained by the admitted satisfaction of the men at several ** bals,”’ where 
the month has been fairly worked with things as theyare. The working miners 
who were present, however, heartily applauded the amendment of the cham- 
pions of the movement, Mr. Henry Kogers and Capt. Teagué, tNat the five- weeks 
month sbould be abolished, managers, of course, being at liberty to make their 
own arrangements; and in the end this proposition was adopted with scarcely 
a desentient voice. Nevertheless, it is only fair to say that many of those who 
voted for the abolition believed that if the principles laid down in the two first 
resolutions were adopted the grievance would disappear, but still thought it wise 
to remove what ee become a stumbling-block, the retention of which 
migbt cause misunderstanding. 

Thus the movement, the entire credit of originating which ts dde, and wa* 
given, to Mr, Basset, of Tehidy, was brought to a succcenfal issue, ag far ag la 
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within the meeting’s power. Indeed, even more was accomplished than had 
been looked for, for Capt. Evans announced that he intended to — the very 
radical system of paying the men the money as they earned it, and having no- 
thing to do with either four-weeks months or five. 

or points ef grievance were mooted, Mr. A. Hingston, of Liskeard, de- 
bouncing the power exercised in certain cases of appointing or removing mine 
su #8 independently of the wishes of the men, r. R. Blee, of Truro, car- 
rying by the narrow majority of 5 an amendment to the 4th resolution of the 
committee, that all pays should in future be fortnightly. This result, however, 
really will leave the point open. 

The chief issue of the meeting fully justifies its being held. There is no need 
longer to conceal the fact that some good friends of the miner—men largely in- 
terested in mining— looked forward to it with no little apprehension, The 
miners throughout the county, with the exception of a few localities, were ex- 

ing it to redress the grievances of which they had complained, and anything 
short of the abolition of the five-weeks month would have been the cause of a 
Great amount of dissatisfaction. Technically, the fate of the system against 
which they have so earnestly—and sometimes it must be confessed rather igno- 
rantly—protested has been sealed, and thus far they are gainers; but we are 
very much mistaken if the practical abolition will proceed in all respects quite 
80 rapidly as Lhe, desire. In such cases as those represented by Capts. Richard 
Boyns, Angove, Vivian, and Kitto, and Messrs. Higgs and Son, it is not likely 
that there will be a speedy change, though as the men on those mines have ex- 
pressed their satisfaction with things as they are the point is not one of much 
consequence. Many concerns were also it is true, only waiting the decision of 
the Truro yey | to follow the example of Capt. Teague and Mr. H. Rogers, 
and in them the change will be made with all speed. Let us hope that in these 
Casts the same condition will be enforced, and ‘* Maze Monday "’ share the fate 
of the five-weeks month. We are very far from wishing to endorse the injudi- 
clous remarks made ! one of the speakers at the meeting with regard to a sec- 
tion of the men, but it is clear that ** Maze Monday” has been only too well 
observed, and that the sooner It is forgotten the better. 

The chief diMficulty which the question now presents {s its connection with 
the—as a rule, not very weil-to-do—mines in which the practices of cutting pay, 
averaging, and the like, denounced so stronany on Monday, have been followed. 
Of course, the meeting has no binding authority—it can only recommend ; but 
its recommendations are so weighty that they must have their influence, though 
time must be allowed for them to work, Any way, it isa very clear gain to have 
such a decided expression of mining opinion in favour of a fair days’ wage fora 
fair days’ work ; dr, as Sir Frederick Williams well putit, of the old maxim 
** Lave and let live,"’ which the meeting supplied. Everything con«iderd, there- 
fore, though the immediate advantage of the gathering may not be so great as 
many anticipate, we must regard it as marking an era in the history of Cornish 
mining. There are rumours of another drop to tin, and in some instances prices 
have ruled lower, in consequence, it is said, of impending sales. There is ati! 
very great incredulity as to the necessity of this; and a speedy rise is looked for, 








REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE. 


Jan, 25,—The action to be taken by the coal trade with reference 
to the amalgamation of the Lancashire and Yorkshire and North- 
Western Railway Companies is not to be confined to the members of 
the district association, A number of coal proprietors in the Skel- 
mersdale coal field have united for the purpose of bringing their 
joint influence to bear in the matter, but before taking any decesive 
steps they have come to the conclusion to confer, if possible, with the 
committee of the association, and no doubt an endeavour will be 
made not only to join these two parties, but to obtain the co-opera- 
tion of all colliery owners, whether members of the association or 
not, The subject will probably be discussed at a meeting early next 
week. By order of the Liverpool Corporation a circular has been 
issued to the boroughs affected by the proposed amalgamation, con- 
taining a copy of the report of the town clerk, who has prepared a 

ecis of the Bill promoted by the two companies, and a table show- 

ng the present maximum rates and the charges which are to be made 

if the proposal be carried into effect. The Wigan Corporation has, 
by its Parliamentary Committee, signified its intention of joining in 
the opposition, and has appointed a deputation to accompany the 
Liverpool representative to the Premier or the President of the Board 
of Trade as soon after Parliament meets as possible. For the purpose 
of raising the necessary funds, the novel expedient of a voluntary 
rate has been resorted toin Wigan. This arrangement does not, how- 
ever, affect the members of the coal trade, upon whom a separate 
call will, in all probability, be made to meet the cost of the inde- 
pendent opposition, which is being organised on their behalf. 

It is reported that Mr, John Lancaster, M.P., formerly Chairman 
of the Wigan Coal and Iron Company, has made an arrangement with Mr. 
Daniel Willis, the lessec of the mines belonging to Mr. Case’s trustees, in Whis- 
ton, near Prescot, for getting the whole of the coal under the land known as 
the Cars, and other property belonging to Mr. Case’s trustees, The mines were 
leaged to Mr. Willis’s predecessor for a period of 999 years, subject to a yearly 
rental ef 3001., and a royalty on each ton of coal raised. The yearly rental 
has to be paid, whether the coal is got or not, until the whole of the coal under 
Mr. Case’s land has heen worked out, The property ts conveniently situate near 
the main line of the London and North-Western Railway Company from Man- 
chester to Liverpool.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Jan, 25.—The quotations for bars remain at 11/., and for sheets 
and plates 12/. 10s., at the best houses; but it is no secret that the 
second-class firms are booking orders at prices considerably below 
these rates. A further advance of 7s, 6d, per ton has been announced 
in the price of H.C. M. pigs, and the quotations for malleable cast- 
ings are proportionately firmer. Makers are now gradually working 
off the low-priced autumn contracts, and replacing them by others of a more re- 
munerative character, obtained chiefly through London and Liverpwool shipping 
houses, The United States, Canada, India, and Australia are ordering freely 
on the best terms procurable; but the greatest pressure of demand Is.for local 
manufacturing purposes, and especially nail, screw, tool, and tube making, for 
which the deliveries are greatly In arrear. The report Just published of the 
Commission appointed to investigate the working of Danks’s rotary puddling- 
furnaces in America was a general subject of conversation, and much satisfac- 
tion was expressed at the prospect it holds out of superseding the most arduous 
and most costly manual processes In the manufacture of iron by a mechanical 
operation. Some specimens of compressed coal dust under a new patent, exhi- 
bited by a Gloucestershire firm, attracted a good deal of attention. 

By the death of Mr. James Bagnall, South Staffordshire has lost 
one of the oldest and most respected of its !ronmasters. Mr. Bagnall was the 
head of the well-known firm John Bagnall and Sons, of the Goldshill. Imperial, 
Lea Brook, and Caponfield Ironworks. The firm have also extensive collieries 
in various parts of the districts. We understand that the works and collieries 
will be carried on as usual. 

Messrs. Allen and Holden have just laid down at the Swan Farm 
Colliery, West Bromwich, extensive pumping apparatus, with the view of drain- 
ing the workings which have been water-logged for about 40 years. A etart was 
made on Saturday, and the result was in every way satisfatory. The plant has 
been supplied by Mr. John Tickle, of West Bromwich, and Mr. Thos. Parton, of 
Wiilenball, has undertaken the general management of the colliery. 

The Black Country Hardware Trades are in a buoyant condition, 
and as a rule prices are well supported. Large orders for machine castings are 
in course of exccution at the various iron foundries, and the enquiries are fairly 
sustained for builders’ or household requisites, In the lock, latch, hinge, and 
bolt trades a steady business is doing at the advanced rates.

The nut and screw-bolt makers at Smethwick and Dar- 
laston are still on strike, and the masters have resolved not to employ any man 
who continues to be a member of the Trades’ Protection Society, even when the 
existing dispute Is adjusted, At present the men are very firm in their deter- 
mination to hold out, 

FLOODED MINES IN NORTH STAFFORDSHIRE.—For many months 
the mines along the extensive coal field ranging from the Piunox Colliery, at 
Tunstall, to Hanley, have been flooded, and as the general trade was materially 
affected it was resolved at a meeting some time ago of colllery proprietors aud 
others to promote a bill next session for clearing the mines and apportionlog 
the cost amongst the colliery proprictors benefited.

The arrangements for fully teeting the machine, made under the superintend- 
ence of the proprietor, Mr; G. Senior, were most complete. The machine con- 
sists of two 7-in. cylinders, with 12-in, stroke, driven by bevil-gearing, having 
a horizontal wheel, with cucters fixed in the peripbery. It is mounted on four 
wheels, and traverses along the face of the coal by means of a wire-rope % tn, 
jo thickvess, The air compressor is of the ordinary character, having a 14-in, 
steam-cylinder and a 15-in. air-cylinder,. Both the cutting-machine and the 
compressor were made under the superintendence of Mr. Gillott, at the Union 
Foundry, Barneley, The machine was set to work in what is kvown as the 
Dunston Seam, which is about 3 feet thick. The face to be got was 70 yards in 
length, and ail being ready the machine was started, and went steadily along, 
until one of the cutters was by some means defective. However, after a very 
short delay work was resumed, and the machine traversed along in a most sa- 
tisfactory manner, doing its work well and clean. The wholelength of 70 yards 
was completed, including stoppages, in the astoni~hiugly quick time of 1 hour 
17 mivutes. The average depth holed was about 3 {t. 4 in., the groove made in 
cutting being about 3in. The pressure of the alr was 21 lbs. The results given 
were considered in the highest degree satisfactory, and the new machiue may 
be pronounced a great success, Since the trial we understand that the same 
length bas been accomplished in 60 minutes. The machine is well adapted for 
working in seams of almost any thickness, being 5 ft. in length, 2 ft. 4 in. wide, 
and 2 {t. 4 in, in height.
